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Plane to Drop 
5,000 Letters 
To Santa Claus 


FAIRBANKS, Alaska (AP) — 
An airlines plane was scheduled 
to take off from here today to 
air drop on the North Pole a real 
pole colored like a candy cane, 
along with 5,000 letters to Santa. 
But there were plenty of straws 
in the Arctic winds to indicate 
the flight won’t be made before 
Wednesday. 
Alaska Airlines, which plans 
the fl ght with a specially out­ 
fitted DC-4, left unchanged its 
schedule calling for a departure 
from here at 5:30 p.m. The plane, 
‘The Polar Express.” was flying 
in from Seattle overnight. 
Bui official» of the line pri­ 


vately expressed doubt that the 
polar flight will be made before 
Wednesday morning. 
The weather bureau also said 
it had not been asked for a fore­ 
cast on Pole weather and as a 
result did not expect the plane to 
leave. The bureau said it was pre­ 
paring a forecast for Wednesday. 
It said, however, that conditions 
were as good as could be expect­ 
ed now and will be co for the im­ 
mediate future. 
The 5,000 letters were collected 
by Mrs. Audree Vance who has 
children send letters to Santa in 
care of her Fairbanks, Alaska, 
home. She is known as ‘"North 
Pole Nellie.”
